back.up the French in Indo-China 
with a 15-million-dollar package of 
pfarms. 


We'll ship it. out under, the ad- 


dress "To: Indo-China," to satisfy 
appearances; but Mr. France is 
the man in possession, and he's 
the one who will get it. All of 
which constitutes a startling re- 
verstal in recent public 
policy 


among democracies. 


For many decades certain peo- 


ple were telling us the world ought 
to make the British give up their 


'(^empire. It was a monumetal blan- 


ket of oppression. Native peoples 
everywhere ought to be "free." 
And so forth. 


And pretty soon the British did 


/!• lose their empire, or much of it. 
''•.• Sorhe of the native areas had the 


••' capacity for self-government. India, 


for instance. But other areas turn- 
ed out to be perennial headaches; 
and now that the British are gone 
the'sc are headaches that have set- 
tled on the United States, the Unit- 


"jtted Nations, or any other worthy 


soul happening to have a strong 
stomach and a long pocketbook. 


Then the independence boys went 


to work on the colonial empires of 
the Dutch and the French. But en- 
.thusiasm for the cause is growing 
cold. 


It seems there are some areas 


capable of obtaining independence 
and willing to fight to keep it, but 
there are a lot of other areas where 
if 
one white power steps out 


^another one merely steps in. A 
w power such as Russia for instance. 


That's the score over yonder in 


Indo-China. We'd like to see the 
natives 
win 
independence. But 


meanwhile we're backing the Fren- 
ch to stay there at least until we're 
sure Russia can't move in the mo- 
ment the French move out. 


We fouled up the China matter, 


and Russia moved in on our erors. 


One disaster like that is worth 


more than a thousand books on the 
.\ttheory and practice (or malprac- 
* tice) of running a colonial empire. 


This time we're letting the Fren- 


ch run interference lor us in Indo- 
China, and if the natives have what 
it takes to run an independent gov- 
ernment, 
independence is 
what 


they'll have by and by. 


We've thrown the switch against 


theorists whose every venture into 
world politics 
somehow 
always 


manages to wind up by giving new 
populations and new territories and 
new resources to the Russians.

Politicians 
Always Say 
Same Thing

Washington, April 15 
— (/P) — 


There's something wonderful about 
politicians. They always say what 
you'd expect them to say. 


You can't imagine P r e s i d ent 


Truman, who's been quite a poli- 
tician for years, saying about his 
own Democratic party: 


"Folks, we've made a mess of 


things. It's about time you ran us 
out. 
Elect Republicans. They can 


do better." 


And you can't imagine, Guy G. 


Gabrielson, chairman of the 
Re- 


publican national committee, con- 
fiding to the public: 


"As a party, folks, we Republi- 


cans are all washed up. We're be- 
hind the times. The Democrats can 
do more and think better. E l e c t 
them." 


That won't happen, of course. But 


something else is going to happen. 
The voters will elect a new con- 
gress this fall. 


Some members of congress, 
in 


fact, have been campaigning for 
reelection for months. E 1 e c 11 on 
time is getting closer. 


And Mr. Truman is going to get 


in there and pitch for his boys. 
Next month he starts a cross-coun- 
try trip. 


This week Mr. Truman, who al- 


ready has taken some' sharp digs 
at Republicans, 
said 
in 
effect: 


"Those Republicans, ugh." 


On his trip, he said, he expects- 


to take credit for the nation's pres- 
ent prosperity. 


That seemed to be his way of 


saying he'd brush off the Republi- 
cans' part in the government and 
give them credit for nothing, ex- 
cept maybe 
a 'certain muisanco 


value. 


In passing, he took a swipe at 


Senator Taft, Ohio 
Republicans, 


who has been campaigning for re- 
election for months. 


Mr. Truman told a news confer- 


ence that some Beccnt Taft 
state- 


ments, critical of Mr. Truman, can 
be attributed to the fact that Taft 
is russing again. 


If Mr. Truman meant all this to 


be a needle to make the Republi- 
cans jump, he got results. 


Up popped Gabrielson with a 


statement from the R c p u b lican 
side. What Gabrielson had to say 
wasn't distin'guished by its new- 
ness since other Republicans have 
said the same things 
a 
other 


times. 


But Gabrielson at least stuffed 


the Republicans views into one sock 
which he flung at Mr. Truman with 
great indignation. 


He accused Mr. Truman of "los- 


ing the cold war in Asia." Repub- 
licans have been shouting that for 
weeks. 


He accused the Truman Demo- 


crats of fostering socialism, 
and 


imposing the biggest national debt 
and highest taxes in peacetime his- 
tory on the country. 


"The American people," Gabriel- 


son said, "will not again be be- 
guiled by exravagant 
promises 


which are never kept, and which 
were never meant to be kept. 


"Despite the President's 
smug- 


ness, but one conclusion remains: 
During his five years in office. . . 
Mr. Truman has failed diserably." 


So we are now well on our way 


into the political season -- which 
coincides this year with the season 
of baseball openers, hot dogs, and 
birds in trees. 


We've all seen baseball 
games, 


eaten hot dogs, and listened to the 
birds but, somehow, every new sea- 
son we get i n t e r ested in them 
again.

Fire Destroys 
2 Wood Buildings 
at Sanatorium 


Booneville. April 15 —(/P)— Fire 


destroyed two 
wooden 
barracks 


buildings at the Arkansas Tuber- 
culosis sanatorium here last night. 


About 60 male employes of 
the 


institution, who occupied the build- 
ings, escaped injury. But some of 
them, asleep when the fire broke 
out, were forced to flee into near- 
freezing weather in their 
night 


clothes. 


T. H. Lipscomb, business manag- 


er of the institution two m i l e s 
west of here, estimated the 
loss 
at $20,000. 


He said the nearest p a t i e n t s 


were, in a fire-resistant brick build- 
ing about 1,000 feet from'the fire, 
and were not endangered. 


The two buildings has a capaci- 


y of about 75, but were not fullv 
occupied, Lipscomb reported. 
Ho 


said fire started in a room where 
hot water heaters were 
located, 


and was fanned by a strong south- 
east wind. 


He credited work of the 
sana- 


torium and Booneville fire depart- 
ments with preventing g r e a ter 
loss.

^Senate Democratic Leader Lucas 
of Illinois proposed today that the 
President and congress establish a 
"working agreement" to keep law- 
makers abreast of foreign policy 
decisions. 


Lucas told 
a reporter he 
will 


back any constructive 
move 
to 


revive two-party cooperation of in- 
ternational questions and 
to 
re- 


duce the "friction and misunder- 
standing" which he said seem to 
have grown up between 
Republi- 


cans and Democrats in this field. 


"I think it is vital that the ex- 


ecutive and the l e g i s l a t i v e 
branches of the government estab- 
lish a close working agreement so 
that no Democrat or 
Republican 


can say that he is in the dark on 
basic foreign policy," the Illinois 
senator said. 


"I am not suggesting that 
the 


power given the President by the 
constitution in the foreign field be 
taken away from him, but con- 
gress must implement these poli- 
cies and it seems to me good busi- 
ness to remove every pos s 1 b 1 e 
cause for 
misunderstanding 
be- 


tween the legislative and the ex- 
ecutive." 


Lucas said, in this 
connection, 


that if senate Republicans want to 
name one or more of their mem- 
bers as official representatives 
to 


sit in on the formation of foreign 
policy decisions, he believes some 
arrangement of the kind could be 
made.

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Winter-Weary 
East to Get

Spring weather, halted by a de- 


layed outpouring of Arctic air, ap- 
pears to be on the way for 
the 


winter-weary eastern half of 
the 


nation. 


The early spring cold spell al- 


ready has caused millions of dol- 
lars damage to southern 
f r u i t 


crops and disrupted the 
nation's 


sports program. But, f e d e r a l 
weather bureau forecasters had a 
long range note of cheer. The un- 
seasonably chilly snap is nearing 
an end. 


The predicted end of the near 


wintry weather of sub-freezing tem- 
peratures, snow 
and 
sleet 
was 


made as the Midwpst and East re- 
ported record low 
readings 
for 


mid-April. The early spring cold 
belt extended from the P 1 a.i n s 
states to the Atlantic s e a board. 
The freezing air also has dipped 
into many parts of the South. 


The cold air which extended over 


the eastern half of the country was 
caused by a series of high Ires 
sure areas along the Canadian bor 
der. Weather forecasters said they 
have given way to low pressure 
areas, indicating warm s o u them 
breezes soon will be on the way. 


The mercury started 
to 
climb 


over some parts of the West Cen- 
tral states y e s t e r d a y and the 
warmer air was moving 
south- 


eastward over most of the cnetral 
part of the country. 


But no real hot weather appears 


in immediate prospect 
for 
the 


frost-bidden Midwest and 
eastern 


states.

bombs, and experi m e n 11 n g on 
peaceful uses for atomic energy. 


Some 30 persons have been men- 


tioned as possibilities for the chair- 
manship since it was 
announced 


months ago that David E. Lilien- 
thal was leaving that post. Lillen- 
thal got out Feb. 15. While the va- 
cancy has been filled, the chair- 
manship still Is open. Sumner T. 
Pike has been acting chairman. 


At a final news conference yes- 


terday, Strauss declined to go into 
the questions of how far along we 
arc with the hydrogen bomb proj- 
ect or whether he thinks we will 
succeed with it. 


Some scientists have said a hy- 


drogen bomb would be so power- 
ful it might explode the atmos 
phere, erase life from the world, 
or blow a tremendous hole In the 
earth. 


"My own feeling 
about it," 


Strauss said, "is that e x t r e m e 
statements are not warranted by 
the facts as I know them. It isn't 
something you can hold in your 
hand like a firecracker, nor is It 
something that will blow a chun 
off the earth the size of the moon 
or destroy life on earth."

Leave Hunting 
to FBI Says 
McGrath 


Baltimore, April 14 — (/P) — Con- 


oress should stick 
to legislatvng 


and leave subversive - hunting to 
the department of justice, Attorney 
Seneral J. Howard McGrath said 
last night. 


In its investigation of 
alleged 


subversives in 
the 
government, 


congress is "taking over the func- 
tions" of administrative agencies, 
McGrath declared. 


"I do not care to what extent 


the congress goes in holding the 
agencies of government to account 
for the p e r f o r m a nee of their 
duties," he said. "But if it has in- 
formation on the disloyalty of gov- 
ernment employes, it ought-first to 
pass that information on to 
the 


administrative officers. 


"Then, if the administrative offi- 


cers fail in their duty, the 
con- 


gress should hold us to strict ac- 
countability. 


"But, up to this time, I do not 


feel that we in the administration 
have failed." 


The attorney general 
spoke 
at 


an alumni dinner of the University 
of Maryland law school. 


McGrath urged a return to what 


he called the 
fundamental 
prin- 


ciples of the republic, under which 
"the legislative shall legislate, the 
judges shall confine themselves to 
passing on laws as they exist and 
the administrative branch shall be 
ever alert and responsible for the 
faithful performance of its duties." 


He acknowledged that 
"subver- 


sive elements have tried to 
infil- 


trate into the government." 
But 


he added that the department of 
justice and 
other 
administrative 


agencies "are doing all they pos- 
sibly can to ferret out those peo- 
ple x x x." 


Says Truman 
Seeks Rubber 
Stomp Congres 


Washington, April 14 —(/P)—Three 


Republican senators accused Pres- 
ident T'ruman today of seeking the 
election of a congress which would 
rubber-stamp his foreign 
policies 


without debate. 


But another GOP senator said the 


President seems sincere in his ef- 
forts to restore two-party coopera- 
tion in international affairs. 


Mr. Truman told a United Na- 


tions group yesterday that 
"this 


time we arc trying to elect a con- 
gress that believes in international 
cooperation wholeheartedly." 


Senator Ferguson 
(R-Mich), 
a 


strong supporter of most of the ad- 
ministration's foreign p r o g ram, 
said the remark was one of "the 
most unfortunate" statements Mr. 
Truman could have made at this 
time. 


"I'm disappointed that the Pres- 


ident is making foreign policy 
a 


party issue," Ferguson told a re- 
porter. "What he really wants is 
a foreign policy approved with a 
rubber stamp." 


Republican F l o o r L e a d e r 


Wherry of Nebraska declared Mr. 
Truman was "making a political 
football" of the bipartisan foreign 
policy. 


"He wants a rubber stamp of the 


Truman policies," 
Wherry 
said. 


'And it they fail, then 
he 
can 


blame it all on the Republicans." 


Senator Khowland (R-Calif) also 


used the term "rubber stamp" in 
his reaction 
to 
Mr. Truman's 


statement, adding: "I do not be- 
ieve he will get that kind of co- 
operation from the Republicans."

population, "are riot interested in 
concepts of free enterprise, free 
competition, d e m o c r a c y and 
human rights. . . .

on (a) free enterprise and (2) pri- 
vate capital.

Princeton, N. J., April 14 —(/P)— 


Thomas E. Dewey put himself on 
the far side 
of the fence 
today 


away from any of the Republican 
party's super-conservative side. 


The New York governor said his 


party's record already had 
been 


blemished by individuals whom he 
accused of hiding selfish motives., 
behind a constant clamor for "freai,- 
enterprise." 


Dewey,. who foresook the role of 


a defeated presidential candidate 
for that of a Republican e l d e r 
statesman, concluded his Princeton 
university lecture series last night 
with some annoyed reproof of the 
"free enterprise" pleaders. 


Dewey said the Repu b 1 i c a n s 


made up the party of individual 
freedom as opposed to the Demo- 
cratic party of big govcrnrn c n tj, 
But he said the case of individual*" 
freedom had not always been sup- 
ported unselfishly by some Repub- 
icans. 


"When such men have shouted 


about 'free enterprise' they have 
not meant 'free enterprise' at all 
— they have been thinking of their 
own narrow interests x x x " the 
titular head of the Republican par- 
ty told a university audience t£ 
some 1,000. 


"From time to time, individual^ 


unrepresentative members of my*' 
party, seldom holding public office 
have presumed to r e g a r d the 
rights of labor as inferior to the 
rights of property," Dewey said 


But he 
insisted 
that 
"no 


Republican president ^- from Ab- 
raham Lincoln to Herbert Hoover 
— ever endorsed so reactionary a 
position." He said the GOP could 
boast today of a long tradition of 
support of the rights of free labor.»
